Mr. Keenan 
stated', that he would he very happy to serve in this capacity, end the 
conversation then turned to a consideration of other individuals and their 
qualifications . , 


10. Mr. Wlsner asked Mr.fKennan for his estimate of the volne of 
Gustav HUGER and the possible uses to which he might be put. (Dr. HUGER was V 
brought out” of - Germany by QPC about a year- and a half ago and has been 'used [ 
by OPC and State Department officials quite extensively since coning to 
Washington when he now Is.) Mr. Kennan at first said that because of Dr. HUGER* 
German ^nationality and background he would recommend using Mm. at arm’s length 
and encourage him to write more. He also said at first that be would consider 
HUGER more useable far. very broad estimates of Soviet developments rather than", 
for specific Judgments on items of day-to-day concern. Mr. Kennan later. .paid 
a very high tribute to Dr. HUGER, stating that there lit no doubt whatever 
about his expert nesa 'concerning the Soviet Uhion and the fact that he is an 
uciarahle »nd decent individual. He said that Dr. wtthkr was the ie<yHeg expert - 
on' Russian affairs in the German Foreign Office before and during the first 
part of World War II, and that he has as- deep an experience in Russian matters 
as any German alive. Kennan further stated that he had always been entirely 
’ decent and sympathetic toward the Obited States and at the fisip of his cvn life
